taken by the state lawmakers will de­ 
pend many things of vital interest to 
the laboring men of Ohio. 
At each session of the Ohio State 
Federation of I Elixir action has

taken through the various committees 
on matters affecting the welfare of the 
workers In every class of industry in 
the state. 
The Ohio Federation 
is 
made 
up 
of 
delegates 
from labor 
unions and also representatives of cen­ 
tral labor unions throughout the state. 
In every Instance it is to the advan­ 
tage of the union represented at the 
conventions of the state federation to 
bring to the attention of that organi­ 
zation any m atter affecting the inter­ 
ests of tho particular craft in the way 
of better and more satisfactory work­ 
ing conditions. 
As a natural conse­ 
quence, resolutions 
without

HEALTH BOARD'S 


This City Singularly Fortunate in 
the Matter of Infectious 
Diaeases. 


NO SMALLPOX WAS FATAL 


At the regular meeting of the board 
of health held last evening the report 
of the health officer for the months 
intervening since the new adm inistra­ 
tion took tho municipal reins was sub­ 
mitted and it proved to be a very In­ 
teresting one. 
Aside from the report 
there was little business transacted 
by the board further than deciding on 
an estim ate for the running expenses 
for the next six months. 
The report of 
the 
health officer 
shows that the city lias been excep­ 
tionally fortunate in coping with con­ 
tagious diseases. 
There have been 18 
cases of smallpox and not one of them 
proved fatal. 
In every Instance the 
disease w'as brought to the city, none 
contracting it as the result of negli­ 
gence on the part of the health board. 
The eases were a trifle expensive, but 
considering the fact that the city 
lias 
no pest house it is the unanimous opin­ 
ion of tho board that the cases could 
not have cost the city less. 
T he worst disease which has 
pre­ 
vailed iii ttte city 
Is 
typhoid fever. 
T here were only 35 cases reported to 
tho health officer and 
13 
of 
them 
proved fatal. 
Typhoid fever is be­ 
coming the most dreaded of all dis­ 
eases, not only in East Liverpool, but 
In every section of the country. There 
are more fatalities, lo to I, resulting 
from it than smallpox. 
Tills Is con­ 
ceded by the hoard and every precau­ 
tion will be taken in the future to pre­ 
vent Its spreading. 
There were l l cases of diphtheria 
reported 
to 
the 
health officer; 13 
cases of chicken pox and 35 cases of 
scarlet fever. 
W itt out an exception 
every patient fully recovered from the 
above discases. 
They were carefully 
watched by the health officer and it 
was due to his efforts that they did 
not become a scourge. 
Dining the mouths covered by the 
report 139 births were reported In the 
city aud 26h deaths, making the nat­ 
ural gain of the city’s population-179.

This City Singularly Fortunate in 
the Matter of Infectious 
Diseases. 


NO SMALLPOX WAS FATAL 


M. V. CARPENTER MISSING 
FOR THE PAST SIX WEEKS 


Family of a Church Alley Resident Fear He May 


Have Been Foully Dealt 


With. 


At the regular meeting of the board 
of health held last evening the report 
of the health officer for the months 
intervening since the new adm inistra­ 
tion took the municipal reins was sub­ 
mitted and it proved to be a very in­ 
teresting one. 
Aside from the report 
there was little business transacted 
by tile board further than deciding on 
an estimate for the running expenses 
for the next six months. 
T he report of 
tho 
health officer 
shows that the city has been excep- 
tionally fortunate in coping with con­ 
tagious diseases. 
There have been is 
cases of smallpox and not one of them 
proved fatal. 
Iii every instance the 
disease was brought to the city, none 
contracting it as the result of negli­ 
gence on the part of the health board 
The cases were a trifle expensive, but 
considering the fact that 11k * city 
I ih h 
no pest house it is the unanimous opin­ 
ion of Hie board tliat the eases could 
not have cost tho city less. 
T he worst disease which lias 
pre­ 
vailed iii the city 
is 
typhoid fever. 
Thoro were only 35 eases reported to 
tho health officer and 
13 
of 
them 
proved fatal. 
Typhoid 
fever is be­ 
coming the most dreaded of all dis­ 
cases, not only iii East Liverpool, but 
iii every section of tho country. There 
are more fatalities, TO to I, resulting 
from it than smallpox. 
T ills is con­ 
ceded by the board and every precau­ 
tion will be taken in the future to pre­ 
vent its spreading. 
There were 14 cases of diphtheria 
reported 
to 
the 
heal Hi officer; 13 
cases of chicken pox and 35 cases of 
scarlet fever. 
W ithout an exception 
every patient fully recovered from the 
above diseases. 
They were carefully 
watched by the health officer and It 
was due to his efforts that they did 
not become a scourge.
